What God and The Army Have Done for Dad Gilson of West 

Toronto, Who Has Carried The Salvation Army 

Flag Tor Twenty-five Years. 

IT would be hard to miles with no one to guide them. 




find two old com- 
rades more devoutly 
thankful to God for 

ever raising up The 

Salvation Army than Dad and 
Mother .Gilson or West Toronto. 
Sixty-four years of age, weather- 
beaten and grey, but as active as 
a schoolboy. Dad still carries the 
colours at the head of the march. 
For twenty-five years now he has 
done so, and none can say he has 
been unworthy al any time. The 
whole neighbourhood is proud 
of him— the Dad that used to roll 
about the streets drunk and 
whose conversion has frequently 
made, the business men of West 
Toronto say; "If ever The Sal- 
vation .Army did a good job, it 
did one when Tom Gilson got 
converted." One man was so 
pleased that he gave $100 to the 
funds for a new Citadel. 

The following is te substance 
of Tom's life-story: 

He was born and brought up 
in a drunkard's home, and had 
his first taste of liquor when put 
seven years old. He had to fetch 
beer for his parents, and_ by tak- 
ing sips as he carried it along 
the streets and drinking from his 
father's pot when at the meal 
table, he soon learned to love the 
drink. A barrel of it — home- 
brewed—was kept in the pantry, 
and scores of times Tom stole in 
there and with the aid of a straw 
sucked out the ale until he got 
drunk and could suck no longer. 
Such was Tom's beginning. 

At the village saloon, as he 
grew up. he learned to fight, and

The Hudson Bay R.R. 

Speaking of the proposed Hud- 
son Bav Railway, Mr. Graham 
declared that the Government 
was going lo build it. He express- 
ed his entire confidence in the 
commercial potentialities of the . 
road as a factor in placing the 
cattle, dairy products, and grain 
of the West on the European 
markets in quicker and belter 
condition than was now possible. 
He believed the route could be 
kept open until November each 
year, thus giving at least two 
months for handling the fall rush 
of export Iraflic. The estimated 
cost, including elevators, wharv- 
es, etc., was between $35,000,000 
and SoO.OOO.OOO, but he thought 
that probably another five mil- 
lions might be added to this.

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THE WINNI PEG B AND TOUR. 

Triumphant Finish Up at Victoria 
—News From Fernie and 

A- wire sfronr Major Morris 
dated March 13lh reads as fol-. 
lows: . 

"Winnipeg Band left Vancou- 
ver to-day (Monday) after com- 
pleting a most successful lour in 
the Pacific Province. The week- 
end meetings at Victoria were a 
triumph. Large crowds attended 
every meeting, and last night Vic- 
toria's largest Opera House was 
gorged. The police slate that 
about a thousand people were 
turned away. Eight souls came 
to the mercy-seat. The visit of 
the Band caused intense excite- 
ment, and great interes t was 
manifested at all meetings, both 
outdoors and in." 

A correspondent writes as 
follows: 

"The Winnipeg Citadel Band 
left Lethbridge on Saturday, Feb. 
25th, in the early hours of the 
morning. We >wcrc three hours 
late, but the boys did not mind 
that, as it gave them an oppor- 
tunity of seeing many places of 
interest, some of which wen- the 
Gave, main source of llic Old Man 
River, the Great Divide, and Hie 
foothills of the Rockies, rapidly 
rising to mountains. We nrrived 
in Fernie about 2 p.m., and were 
met by. Captain Adams. Lieut. 
Stride, and the Band and Com- 
rades, by whom we were eSeorl- 
ed to the Hall. At 4 p.m. we play- 
ed to the returning miners. A 
good spread was laid by the Ker- 
uie Bandsmen, io winch lm(h 
hands did justice. At 8 p.m. we 
gave a musical festival in the 
Methodist Chureh. The Sunday 
meetings were a means of bless- 
ing To all. At one p.m. nest day 
we entrained for Cranbrook. 
..Winnipeg Band at Cranbrook, 
B.C— A newspaper pnblished in 
the latter town says: "The Pres- 
byterian Chureh was crowded 
last Monday night, when Ihe 
Winnipeg silver band put on a 
capital programme. The trom- 
bone solo by H. Sanford was 
especially pleasing, and the imi- 
tation of ttie various effects of an 
armoured train passing under 
fire was strikingly rendered on 
the side-drum by B. Meadows. 
The Male Choir's sons met with 
great appreciation. 

"G-. H. Thompson, who presid- 
ed, in his address of -welcome to 
the Band congratulated them 
upon the work they were carry- 
ing out, the motive of undertak- 
ing this work being of a most un- 
selfish one. Adjutant McElhency 
in his reply said that Mr. Thomp- 
son had struck the right keynote 
when, he "made the remark that 
the motive, governing Ihe men 
was unselfishness. As a matter 
of fact not a single man received 
the slightest remuneration for 
their playing. On the other hand, 
they were at the lowest estimate. 
sacrificing about $2,200 in wages 
alone to take part in this tour. 
The Cranbrook people had need 
to be i -proud of such, a man as 
Captain Taylor. It is his desire 
to see a Salvation Army Band in 
Cranbrook. He. had already var- 
ious ^instruments,- so Adjutant 
McElheney sprung a surprise on 
the audience and on the Captain 
himself by asking them if they 
could not raise $50 as their prac- 
tical appreciation; of his services,

Jesus Christ deaiisclh from all 
sin, and includes an instantan- 
eous power then given, always to 
cleave lo God. Thus, an excel- 
lent man remarked: It is grad- 
ual in preparation, but instantan- 
eous in reception; and the. more 
earnestly we long for this un- 
speakable blessine the. m.orc 
swiftly Ihe. preparation increases. 
The gradual preparation is short, 
when the soul wills it. earnestly 
desires it. quickly abandons all 
for il. and prays as il should. 

A snae may cast ils coal, but 
keeps its venom. A sinner may 
cast off much of the "old mau" 
in outward and even in inward 
character, but if not cleansed 
fro mall sin. there is a snaky in- 
clination in his iialurc (hat may 
would others, or the cause of 
God. or himself eternally. That 
was a shrewd saying of one. thai 
"a profession nf ivtiginn with- 
out purity is like a fair glove 
drawn over a foul hand." Purity 
is Ihe prime jewel of moral 
worth in man or woman. What 
is (he most gracefirl dress hn- 
nianily ever wore, if Ihe one who 
wears it lias a filthy person? We 
would shrink from such a crea- 
ture: hut such is he who makes 
a graceful profession of religion, 
and carries about him an uiicleaii 
spirit, an impure heart: he lacks 
the prime jewel of moral worth — 
purify. 

Let that new convert hearken! 
The remain? of sin. yea. the seed 
of every sin is within I il 1 you are 
cleansed throughout spirit, soul, 
and hody. 

That was a good remark of one. 
"There is much of Ihe old man- in 
the new." Already have you been 
made sensible of the facf. Those 
seeds have, taken root: they arc 
rooted in that heart of yours, 
among the plants of grain-, like 
weed-roots in a bed of veget- 
ables. They must he uprooted, 
or Ihcy will destroy or dwarf the 
plants of grace within you. In- 
dwelling sin is Satan's capital. 
He who has a small capital will 
keep adding to it. 1 lis Satan's 
investment, and he will not ne- 
glect it: the Devil's stock, and ho 
will watch its rise and fall in the 
market, close as any stock-job- 
ber. Sin is in itself an accumu- 
lating principle. A slight cold is 
prone to additions. It is so with 
indwelling sin. Its nature is to 
render yon cold lo duty, and cold 
in your affections towards God 
and His people. It contracts the 
fine affections of your soul as a 
cold the fine vessels of your 
body, rendering you chilly and 
shivering in the presence of a 
good Gospel fire. 

Yon have the elements of this 
ague wilhin: il has begun, in fact, 
in these incipient stages. Get rid 
■ if it. The blood of Jesus Christ 
cleanseth from it. The medicine 
is readv if vonr faith is ready. 
Why not now? "All things are 
possible lo him that bclicvcth." 
May you have no rest till you arc 
cured of these ague fits, slight, 
indeed, at present. It would be 
a wonder were it otherwise, con- 
sidering your present advantages. 
But inbred sin has a lodgment in 
your nature and every exposure 
io "evil air," to bad company, and 
bad influence will add to it. Your 
ague (Its will increase. 



Pttrily of heart is your remedy. 
Be not deceived. Are you clear 
in your conversion, If not, in all 
likelihood you will wander back 
lo the Devil. 

Be not deceived in your inten- 
tions regarding sin. You have 
put it away, surely you have, if 
regenerated. But have you part- 
ed with it for ever, think you ? 
Have you quite removed your eye 
off it? No treacherous inclina- 
tions towards it? No hankering 
after il? Do you hale it? There 
is much in that remark of one, 
"That many deal with their sins 
as the mother of Moses with her 
hoy :" she put him away, but pro- 
vided for him. Hid him in the 
ark of bulrushes, as if she had 
forsaken him quite; but kept her 
eye upon him. and at last became 
his nurse. Thus many leave but 
love their sins. They hide them 
from the eyes of others, but their 
hearts go after them. At last 
they take their sins to nurse and 
j*ive them (he breast. Can yon 
detect anything of Ibis in your- 
self"? Then let me shout in your 
ears — "peril!" "Make a clean 
breast of it," as they say some- 
times lo criminals: resolve upon 
heart purity; it is your only safe- 
ly. The blessing is your spiritual 
birthright il" yon are horn from 
above. You will backslide, per- 
haps foully and fatally, without 
il. 

Some years ago, a young lady 

in . since gone lo Heaven, 

lost her evidence of justification 
thniiiirh some sore mental con- 
flict or other; but one day, when 
listening In a sermon on Romans, 
viii.: 10, she regained it. "Then." 
said she. "with the blessing of 
justification in one hand, I held 
forth the other for full salva- 
tion." That was the proper at- 
titude for a truly justified soul. 
She soon after obtained the bless- 
ing. Can you separate green 
from a healthy and growing leaf 
and keep il healthy and growing? 
Or heat from fire and keep it 
fire? Or sunshine from the sun 
and keep il. sunshine? As well 
Try habitually to separate a de- 
sire for purity from your justifi- 
cation and keep it justification. 
Cod commands you to be holy — 
"Be ye holy, for 1 the Lord your 
(Jod am holy." How ean yon con- 
tinue justified in disobeying so 
plain a command? "For this is 
the will or God, even your sancti- 
I'ii-nlinn." How can you retain 
the blessing in question with a 
will so contrary to God's will? 
You may answer these questions 
as best you ean, they require 
none from me, only this: I would 
not like to trust Ihe safety of my 
stale to such a justification. 11 
is deceptive and dangerous. 

Holiness preserves itself, and 
those who possess it; a high en- 
couragement to seek it. Your not 
seeking it has been the CAUSE 
of your "sinning and repenting, 
and repenting and sinning again" 
—your' constant oscillations be- 
tween darkness and light, and 
light and darkness, aye, and of 
all your troubles.

We thought, however, that 
the impressions of such a keen 
observer as the Chier Secretary 
might prove interesting to our 
readers. So a representative ac- 
cordingly waited upon the Col- 
onel, with satisfactory results, as 
in reply to a question for a few- 
particulars concerning the trip 
the Colonel — man of method- 
produced a notebook and fluently 
delivered himself thus: 

"We were absent just twenty- 
one days, during which lime we 
travelled by land and sea 6.000 
miles, conducted XI meetings 
which were attended by 13.000 
persons of all classes of society 
from Provincial Governors and 
Legislators io the down-and- 
outs. These services included 
public gatherings. Olllce.rs* coun- 
cils, meetings for Bandsmen. 
Local Officers. Soldiers. League 
of Mercy Workers, and Young 
People. At these meetings then" 
were 170 at the mercy-seat, and 
STOP were given in the collec- 
tions. 

The prison* wer«» visiled. and 
at one place Colonel Pugiuire and 
myself had a lalk with a 
condemned murderer. I shali 
never forget the painful impres- 
sion made upon me as I gazed at 
the man behind Ihe iron bars re- 
inforced with steel netting, while 
night and day the walchful eyes 
of the warder ftbe death 
watch 1 were fastened upon him. 
To think thai the man would 
never leave thai fateful cell until 
he marched lo the scaffold was 
harrowing lo » decree. We talked 
to and prayed Willi him. and I 
Irust it will Jie of some spiritual 
benefit. 

■'I may say that out of Ihe three 
weeks eleven days and nights 
were sT>cnt on Ihe cars.*' 

"Well now. Colonel, can you 
give lis some of the impression? 
you formed on the trip. If 1 mav 
ask: How did the Commissioner 
'late on?"' 

"Yon know the excellent im- 
pression he created in Toronlo.. 
Well, (hat was repeated through- 
out the entire trip — both upon 
our own people and the pnhiic. 
As a man of deen spirituality and 
a fervent Salvationist, the Com- 
missioner has deeply graven his 
m.irk on the Wi'^lcrn peoples. 

"Our Officers' Councils were 
times of hallowed feeling and in- 
tent sniritimlity. 

"On his trip, as on previous 
jotirnws throindi British North 
America. I was profoundly im- 
pi>e«pd with M" 1 ' re«nnct lhat 
public men and the official class- 
es have for the Army.

It is only twenty-four years 
since the first attack upon the 
country was made.

Subsequent visits have been 
crowned, some of them with sor- 
row and some with rejoicing; but, 
as a gentleman said to me on the 
boat coming over here: "The 
General alwavs seems nble to 
hold his head up." What a les- 
son to us all! 

train began to move! And then 
there was a scramble for the 
train—without the tea! Ten miles 
more was covered, when again 
we found ourselves stalled, as the 
snowptow running before the ex- 
press was found to be off the 
track. Wc had another wait of 
two hours. This time the Bands- 
men were more successful in se- 
curing fond.

"Everybody's Magazine. Oh'e 
easily pictures Africa us a home 
of big game. Comparalivcly 
speaking, it is sparsely populated, 
and much room remains every- 
where within il for uncounted 
hosts of wild tilings. Bui I hat 
India, teeming with a population 
of mors Mian Ilirce hundred mil- 
lions souls, should slill have 
space for big game of many 
kinds seems very nearly Incred- 
ible. For llio Empire averages 
one hundred and sixly-sevcn hu- 
man beings lo Ihe square mile. 

Then, again, this astonishes: 
-Not only is I here room for game 
in plenty, but much of it is of 
the most dangerous sort. On an 
average, India loses- every year 
20,000 persons and 50,000 head of 
catlje from Ihe depredations of 
.wild beasts. Consider Iliese fig- 
ures — statistics compiled by Ihe 
Government; Ibcy show bolh Ihe 
abundance of man-killing game 
and the mortality due lo I heir 
ravages: 

In une year hyenas killed 2& 
elephants 20. bears S7, leopards 
301. wolves 820, tigers SOS), snak- 
es ly.2017. and other animals 1.- 
127— a lolal of 18.i7I. There must 
be many others not accounted 
for. In Hie same year iS.'iOO ent- 
ile fell a prey to marauding 
beasts. Remember, loo, lhal 
crocodiles, which are heavy de- 
stroyers, are not mentioned in the 
list. But lhal the destruction is 
not alJ one-sided may be reatixed 
from the fact that during Hie 
same period— lhal is, in a simgle 
year — 27,000 dangerous animals 
.were deslroyed, besides 1UI.500 
snakes. Could such a condition 
exist elsewhere Iban in India? I 
think not. 

The indifference of the natives 
toward this situation is .unbeliev- 
able. For ages they have suffer- 
ed, have, paid their toll of death, 
and yet they remain passive, like 
their cattle. Europeans that know 
the country will unite in telling 
you lhal the timidity- of Ihe na- 
foreigners are responsible for 
tive encourages the beasts lo at- 
tack human life.

the kindly escort of Mrs, Com- 
missioner Ridsdcl and Major 
Sypkhis. I saw what was perhaps 
the gladdest sight of Ihe whole 
of my pilgrimage: there were 2'i 
snow-whwile cols a-swing, each 
containing a sweet little child. 
And while I gazed at the lillle 
ones I heard the sound of sing- 
ing in an apartment below. It 
was the voices of the 24 young 
mothers joining in a hymn of 
praise. Some of those young 
girls, before they came to the 
Army, had sounded depths of 
.misery which I pray no reader of 
these lines may ever reach, and 
yet there they were, singing a 
iivnui of praise!"

bench resulted in no further dis- 
turbances of the kind taking 
place."
